I go to the university. I’m working on my thesis. (developing) 

Use the Present Simple for a daily habit, routine, facts, or scheduled events. 

Use the Present Continuous for an action happening at the moment or a break in a routine. We also use it to describe long 
processes in progress that aren’t necessarily happening right now, e.g., Im working on a degree in Computing (but Ym not studying today). 

Adverbs of frequency and time phrases can help you decide when to use Present Continuous or Simple
